In another article it is dhown what 
ix burden of debt Canada placed upon 
future generations by her participa¬ 
tion in the Great War. Yet the im¬ 
minence of a new general European 
war is being freely discussed. A wri¬ 
ter in Scribner’s magazine declares 
that the "cannon fodder is ripe and 
the cannon is ready,” adding that 
there is more reason for war now 
than in 1914. 

An important element in Europe’s 
preparation for war is the. youth 
movement existing in so many Euro¬ 
pean countries especially in Italy and 
Russia. Young boys are being train¬ 
ed in intense nationalism, the use of 
arms and a hatred of the designated 
enemies of their respective countries. 
When war comes, these boys will be 
ready, there will be no lack of can¬ 
non fodder. 

The Carnegie Endowment for In¬ 
ternational Peace states that this 
year the world is spending between 
four and five billion dollars prepar¬ 
ing for the next war, and this does 
not include paying for past war or 
industrial warfare mobilization. 

One ray of hope is offered by the 
writer however, when he says that 
American loans may save the situa¬ 
tion. American loans have helped 
finance the preparations for war. If 
no more loans were made and the 
American dollars used to promote 
i he cause of peace, E urope might b e 
Jriven to devote her energies to pro- 
luction rather than destricution. 

Canadian revenue has dropped over 
seventy-two million dollars in the 
'ast ten months, with an increase of 
.wenty million in expenditure.

{Licenced and Bunded with the Board of Grain Cotnmitsionen) 


In order that Canadians may real¬ 
ize just what war means, not In 
terms of human suffering, for that 
cannot be reckoned, but in terms of 
financial obligations, the Country 
Guide has amassed figures and facta. 
They are sufficiently appalling, to 
give pause to the most confirmed 
militarist. 

“Our war problem has two facets— 
the war debt and the care of injured 
and dependents. First, our war debt. 
There was spent between 1914 and 
1919, most of it borrowed money, 
$1,492,166, 648. Since the end of the 
war expenditures have been $2,086,- 
661,600. We are now spending at the 
rate of 163 million for a war fought 
more than ten years ago. The cost 
will not reach the peak till 1960 when 
expenditures will exceed two hundred 
million. The grand total cost of the 
war exceeds ten billion, whidh will 
have to be found by the present gen¬ 
eration and the generations to fol-

MR. COOTE’S SUGGESTION 


In the last six years a substantial 
amount of war debt has been retired, 
and we have now paid in full for all 
battles including the Somme of 1916. 
We are now preparing to finance 
Vimy Ridge as it were. We have paid 
for thirty-two months and eighteen 
months are still to be paid. Today 
pur loana are falling due. 

But the really important, long 
drawn out phase is the care of sold¬ 
iers and dependents. Once more 
eliminating human factors, sickness, 
pain, poverty, hunger, premature 
death, turn to the cold cash cost. 

More than 600,000 men served in 
the Canadian army. Of these 66,000 
were either killed or died of wounds, 
leaying 20,000 widows and depend¬ 
ents to be state supported. Of the 
balance 64,000 are now receiving pen¬ 
sions and a further 20,000 communt- 
ed their disabilities to cash. This 
leaves 376,000 veterans who may be¬ 
come eligible for pensions in future 
years. 

Only as late as 1930 was there an 
alteration in the Pensions Act, to 
make just and adequate provision for 
veterans deserving of pension. It 
was recognized that many men had 
been passed as 100 per cent, healthy 
at the time of their discharge in 1919 
who later developed disabilities con¬ 
sequent from the war. There were 
burned out men, an endless train of 
insidious troubles resulting from the 
years of torment. So a complete al- 
tertion has been made in Pensions 
Act by which the veteran is given 
ready access to appeal courts and 
moreover is given the benefit of all 
reasonable doubt. But this just and 
benignant legislation places a terrific 
cost upon the country. In 1930 an 
average of ten men per day will pass 
from the ranks of the self-supporting 
to the national payroll. In addition 
any veteran of sixty years or more, 


As a means of reducing the sur¬ 
plus of wheat, in Canada, G. G. Coote 
M.P., suggests that the Canadian 
lollar be allowed to go below its par 
t-alue.

Hon. Kobt. Weir Returns East in 
Fighting Trim on Rehalf of West 


Official Result of Shipments of Vary 
ing Ages and Weights to Britain 


New PooaibiUtioa for Utilisation of 
Waate Product of the Valley 


Dr. J. H. Grisdale, deputy minister 
of Agriculture, has made an official 
statement regarding the teat ship¬ 
ments of cattle sent to the British 
market. 

“That well bred cattle of medium 
weights and good flesh such as are 
produced in Western Canada will be 
well received"'on the British market 
especially If shipped early enough to 
obtain the full benefit of the fall de¬ 
mand for store cattle, was demon¬ 
strated. 

In all, 10,028 cattle were contribu¬ 
ted by Alberta and Saskatchewan 
made up of two, three and four year 
old lots. 

While prices realized were in some 
cases not as high as had been hoped 
for, they were in several instances, 
better than had been offered at home. 
The opinion was freely expressed by 
the trade, particularly at Glasgow, 
that had the younger cattle arrived a 
month to six weeks earlier, they 
would have averaged at least $5.00 
(higher in price, as the majority of 
cattle feeders like to purchase their 
store cattle in October and early No¬ 
vember. 

The shipments demonstrated that 
while the Manchester market will ab¬ 
sorb a percentage of rough and plain 
cattle, the top of the market there, 
can be realized only on cattle of good 
toype and quality carrying sufficient 
flesh to be attractive to killers as 
well as to feeders. 

At Glasgow the best demand is for 
young cattle weighing less than 1100 
On that market, breed and 


Hen. Robt. Weir was evidently 
alert to Western conditions during 
his visit to Calgary.

When he required $1000 in 
October to take his coarse grains to 
market, the bank would not lend him 
fenders has come in for attack on the 
ground of being narrow and “anti 
foreign.” 

As nearly as can be learned re¬ 
garding the policies of this growing 
band, their policy is n,ot anti-foreign 
but anti Communist.

The good of Canada 
must be given preference over selfish 
ness and greed of one group against 
another. 

There is no tolerance for those who 
have come to this country to try to 
bring Canada under a system which 
is un-British. There is no system or 
country in the world today which of¬ 
fers anything better politically oreco 
nomically than is enjoyed under tlhe 
British system of government. 

The proof of this is that there are 
thousands of “foreigners” living in 
i Canada of their own free choice and 
i their greatest fpar is tihat of deporta 
lion. After all tihey want to live un¬ 
der Canadian conditions, then why 
impose their will on these conditions. 

(Tonditions undoubtedly can be im¬ 
mensely improved and this applies to 
rich as well as poor. But those who 
throw monkey wrenches into the ma¬ 
chinery of sane adjustments, must be 
taken care of. 


Industrial alcohol appears to be a 
part solution of the waste gas prob¬ 
lem at Turner Valley oilfield. Hus 
is a possibility as a result of labora¬ 
tory development at the national re¬ 
search council at Ottawa. 

If applied only to the gases collect¬ 
ed at the well heads along with crude i 
gasoline, the process as estimated, 
could yield 111,000,000 gallons of in¬ 
dustrial alcohol eaoh year. If applied 
to the total waste gases in the field 
the figures would be 140,000,000 gal¬ 
lons. 

The economic possibilities of the 
process are now being Btudied and it 
is stated that the operating cost ex¬ 
clusive of overhead would not exceed 
25 cents per gallon. Industrial alco¬ 
hol used annually in Canada is $2,- 
i KM) ,000. 

It is in increasing demand over the 
world. If it can be manufactured at 

w pndfe, it will probably be widely 
used. 

Thu amount of alcohol, mentioned 
.hove, would be produced from only 
about ten per cent by volume of the 
total gases going to waste. 


ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1930 


Very practical comments on the 
West vs. East relationships in Can¬ 
ada, appear In the Hanover, Ontario, 
Post, and are written by F. Harvie, 
official of the Great jjWest Coal Co^ 
who had visited Ontario to farther 
the marketing of Alberta coal. 

Mentioning the fact that financial 
conditions are much better in Ontario 
than in the West, he gives as reasons I 
first, the East is not so entirely de- | 
pendent on the welfare of agriculture I 
with resources more diversified; Bee- 1 
ond the products of Western Canada 
are sold largely in world markets, 
whereas the products of Eastern 
manufacturers are for home con¬ 
sumption and their output is reeeiv- 
ing tariff protection. 

However many factories consider 
that Western Canada absorbs as high 
as sixty per cent, of their output, 
and if Western conditions are not 
remedied they will be reflected in 
Eastern factories at some time. 

The Westerner knows full well 
how important he is as a purchaser. 
Take his clothing. His hat is made 
in Brockville, Ontario; his shirt in 
Kitchener; his underclothing in Par¬ 
is, Ont., his boots and overcoat in 
Toronto; his household furniture in 
Stratford, Owen Sound, etc.
